trying to get them ready for the 
wheat. It is expected to make an 
early income out of the wheat in 
1948, as there is no other sources 
of income from now on, unless our 
soy beans and com came through, 
which is very doubtful, should they 
come through, that would not be 
enough to take care of the place 
throughout the period before the 
next harvest. The farm machin¬ 
ery is in bad shape, and I am try¬ 
ing to have them overhauled so 
that I can use them for another 
year or so. 

We have painted the office in 
cream and turquoise with Kem- 
tone, and will paint the two rooms, 
We are paying for the paints our¬ 
selves and found, that it is very 
cheap to have Kem-tone. I feel 
that those rooms sponsored by the 
different clubs could send Mrs. 
Smith three dollars for the Kem-
